'i'he 77 million i)cople expecteil 
to file I'oileral income tax returns 
for 19()9 will all use tlie new I04(J 
form, now being mailed out by 1 
tile Internal Revenue Service. The 
new tax form ha.s been designed ! 
so that, regardless of financial j 
circumstance.s, it can be u.sed by; 
taxpayers in any bracket. ; 

Card form 1940A — the old 
short form, filed by 18 million I 
taxpayers la.st year — has been j 
eliminated. However, the new 
form will enable over 3i> million 
taxpayers to file by using only 
one side of a single page, the IRS 
said. An additional 20 million 
taxpayers will need no more than 
tlie one-page basic form plus one 
additional page.

sideration to the other fellows’ 
prvldems. There are probably 8,- 
OOi- drivew'ays in town. Does any¬ 
one really expect a driver, some¬ 
times under the cover of dark¬ 
ness, to direct the snow which he 
is moving in such fashion that 
he will miss our own driveway? 
Just try to picture the course 
which we would follow down a 
street on which driveways are 
two hundred feet aj)art. 

There is another factor in¬ 
volved in the lepetitious clogging 
of your drivewny<*rhis depends 
upon when the storm ends. If 
pdv-wing is completed during the 
night hours and your private 
driveway plows begin their work 
at daylight, then driveways es¬ 
cape the refilling situation. If the 
storm ends at 12 noon and the 
street plows must repeat their 
routes then a different .situation 
ex'sts.

W' have ten scheduled routes, so' 
tb % rivers may become aecus-j 
fumed to their own areas.

Vhen the fall warrants and i 


church yards and drivewaj’s be¬ 
come too congested, our loaders 
and trucks remove the excess 
snow. All churches are treated 
on an equal basis. 

Our town ordinances call for 
the plowing of all sidewalks used 
by children to walk to school. Two 
sidewalk plows are used in tliis 
operation. 

All school yards and drives are 
cleared by D.P.W. etjuipment as 
well as congested street intersec¬ 
tions. 

Let's I’emember that everyone’s 
street cannot be the first to be 
plowed. I, for one, can not criti¬ 
cize our snowplowing operation 
because I hear so often from out¬ 
siders that the Agawam people do 
such a wonderful job in snow re¬ 
moval. This is an established fact. 

So let’s take our respective hats 
off to our D.P.W. organization 
for a job so well done and grab a 
shovel now and then and clear 
out the few inches they put in 
our driveway. It’s really worth it.

more nuclear surface ships. 

Vice Adm. Hyman G. Kickover, 
“Father” of the nuclear Navy, 
has been naind to another two- 
year assignment as boss of the i 
Nuclear Propulsion Branch of 
the ship sy.stems Command. Some 
of the Pentagon’s so-caled “whiz 
kids” tested the doughty little 
adminvl about three months ago 
with an alxirtive attempt to de¬ 
commission the Long Beach but 
they soon found they didn’t be¬ 
long in the same league, wth 
Rickover who quickly “put them 
in their place.” 

The Long Beach’s role as a 
fighting ship is stamped indelibly 
on the North Vietnamese. In 1966 
her air controllers directed two 
phantom Jets to the destruction 
o-f two Communist Aircraft and 
in 1968 the ship wa.s credited with 
downing five MIGs. 

Last year the ship’s helicopter 
rescued a downed A-7 “Skyhawk” 
pilot in the nothern pat of the 
Tonkin Gulf. 

Capt. William A. Spencer is 
this fighting ships fourth skipper 
since her commissioning and his 
command is one of the most 
prestigious in the Navy. 

Among the Navy’s new nuclear 
ships are the carriers “Nimitz” 
and "Eisenhower”, two addition- . 
al frigates similar to the Bain- 
'bridge and Truxtun and 3 of a 
class, smaller than the frigates. 

Long Beach Naval Base stands j 
an excellent chance of becoming 
home port for at least one of the 
new frigates, and rumors are that 
it is included in plans to become ■ 
I the prime nuclear ship facility on 
; the West Coast. 

' During the year that the Long 
Beach is based at Mare I.«land hex- 
home port will be designated 
there, for paper purposes, which i 
vill allow her crew’s families to 
move to that base and ultilize 
available military housing there. 

The Long Beach’s strick-sup- 
: port I'ole includes her long range 
, missile capabilities and sophisti¬ 
cated electi'onic sensors to deter 
North Vietnamese war aggi-ession 
against the United States forces.
